What is the Living Choice/MFP? 
Money Follows the Person (MFP) is a federal program to transition individuals with 
disabilities and long-term illnesses from the institution back into their homes in the 
community. 

 
The Living Choice Project is Oklahoma’s name for the MFP grant and is administered 
by the Oklahoma Health Care Authority (OHCA). The program promotes community- 
based services instead of institutional services. 

 
What kinds of services are available through Living Choice? 

 

• Adult day health care 
• Advanced supportive/restorative 

assistance 
• Assisted living 
• Community transition (up to $2,400) 
• Environmental modification 
• Home-delivered meals 
• Hospice care 
• Institutional transition services 
• Prescription drugs 
• Personal care 
• Personal emergency response 

system (PERS) 

• Respite 
• Self-direction 
• Self-directed goods and services (SD- 

GS) 
• Skilled nursing 
• Private duty nursing 
• Specialized medical equipment 
• Therapy services: Occupational 
• Therapy services: Physical 
• Therapy services: Speech
